DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The rejection of claims 1 -21 and 23-24 under 35 USC 1 1 2, first paragrapli, is 
witlidrawn based on applicant's amendment to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 and 23-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance is the inclusion of the following limitations in each independent 
claim directed towards providing an improved network monitoring system related to an 
event database and plurality of monitoring devices at remote locations on the network 
where the event is one of a primitive even, a database event or a temporal event: 

distributing the event database to a plurality of remote network locations, 
wherein each remote network location stores a local table containing event data 
generated at the remote location and one or more replica tables containing event 
data generated at other remote locations, and 

wherein a union of the local and replica tables is generated to form a 
combined event database at the remote location; and using triggers and local 
and replica table unions during delivery of event data to users of the network 
monitoring system wherein the local and replica tables update one another when 
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the event data of one of said tables clianges." (as from claim 1 , similar limitations 

in each independent claim) 
This subject matter when considered as a whole is not found in the prior art, nor is it 
obvious in view of the prior art.
